of an electrical device. Only part of 
those present could hear him, how- 
ever, and before he finished there 
were many empty seats. 


The president discussed at length 


the objection of treaty 
opponents 


that the Britlsn empire might have 
a preponderance of voting power in 
the league assembly. 
It was a "de- 


lusion" to be frightened at any such 
prospect, he said because there could 
be no important action by the as- 
sembly without the 
concurrence of 


the American representative. 


The assembly, Mr. Wilson asserted; 


was largely a debating body, and as 
such It was only fair to give mem- 
bership to the British colonies. 
It 


would be unjust, he said, to give 
votes to the small Independent na- 
tions and exclude such great domin- 
ions as Canada.

said that if tihe American people know 
what wao In the treaty they would 
defeat it. 


"In the treaty of peace," Mr. Lans- 


ing further said, "there is nothing 
which invades the sovereignty of this 
republic or which limits In any way 
the full exercise of such sovereignty." 


Mr. Lansing spoke at the dedica- 


tion of 
Lansingdorp. 
a suburb of 


Watertown erected by the government 
to 
house munitions workers 
and 


named in honor of the home cf the 
Lansing family in Holland. He made 
no direct reference to the Eullitt tes- 
timony, contenting himself with say- 
Ing that the treaty as it is should be 
ratified. 


APPROACHING NEW ERA 


"We are approaching a new era," 


he said, "an era of peace, and, as I 
confidently believe, an era of national 
prosperity unsurpassed in our history. 
The people of the earth ardently Ions 
to enter upon this era so that they 
may begin to re-build that which has 
been destroyed. This can not be done 
until normal commercial and Indus- 
trial conditions are restored anil they 
can only be restored in one way and 
that is by ratifying the treaty of 
peace which now lies on the table in 
the United States senate. 


• The economic life of the world will 
continue in its stagnant and wretch- 
ed state of uncertainty until the sen- 
ate consents to ratification. 


"In the treaty of peace there Is 


nothing which Invades the sovereign- 
ty of this republic or which limits in 
any way the full exercise of such 
sovereignty. 


OBJECTIONS TRIVIAL

features which do not meet univer- 
sal approval. 
It would stransc If It 


were otherwise. 3ut the objections 
which have been made to certain pro- 
visions are trivial compared with the 
imperative need of peace. 


"We ought to have peace at onco. 


The treaty should be ratified with- 
out delay and without change. 


"It Is a narrow minded statesman- 


ship which would endanger the go- 
ing into effect of the treaty by chang- 
ing Its provisions and thereby post- 
poning the return of peace. I can- 
not comprehend how any man with a 
true appreciation of the situation, 
much less one who shares the respon- 
sibility, can permit any objection less 
than (be impairment of the national 
sovereignty of the United States to 
weight against the universal prayer 
of the nation for the restoration ot 
peace. 


"Let the 
treaty be 
immediately 


ratified and let us go forward with 
the great task which lies before us. 
The world demands It: patriotism 
demands It; common sense demands 
it. We have already waited far too 
long."

WATCH RIVER DAM 


WITH ARMED GUARD 


No One Allowed to Approach Structure—Police 


Make No Explanation. 


1 'An armed guard, carrying a shot- 
Van, is pacing the top of the dam at 
the city waterworks and has been 
since some time Friday, watching the 
lam, day and night. 


City officials had agreed to say 
othing of this for two or three days 
•; they have been expecting some de- 
elopments, consequently they would 
ake no statement Saturday but said 
ney might have something to say In 
i few days. 


HALTS EVERYONE. 


The understanding is that discov- 


ery had been made by some city em- 
ploye that there had been someone 
tampering with the dam. One of the 
old traffic huts that formerly stood 
In the down-town street 
intersec- 


tions was rushed to the north end of 
the dam. more electric lights were 
•trung, and a police officer with 
loaded shot gun sits in the shanty 
or walks the top of the dam with the 
jrun. Fishermen, sight seers and all 
others, whose business is not known* 
are halted some distance away and 
told to turn back. 


Saturday morning the guard was 


kept busy. 
It had been announced 


that the large pool in the river, Just 
below the dam and just above the 
mouth of the sewer, was to be seined 
for fish that were dying there. This 
brought a large number of people on 
foot and in autos down to watch 
the work, but all were turned back 
and sent on their way. 


FISH DYING. 


Hundreds of fish are floating on 


the water just below the dam and 
the edge of the water is full of dead 
ones. 
These- had gone over the dam 


when the water was hiffh. 
Since the 


river has been falling during the dry 
spell, no fresh water has been going 
over the dam with the result that 
sewage water and gas and perhaps 
some of the lime put into the sewers 
has drifted back toward the dam and 
caught these fish. 


They were first noticed by the 


guard at the dam Friday. They could 
be seen by the hundreds with their 
noses up to crevices where water 
came through or over the dam, get- 
ting the- fresh water. 
They were 


lar^e and small Some of the city of- 
ficials decided to have men go there 
Saturday morning and seine out the 
live ones ami put them in the good 
water above the dam. This pool war 
found to be so full of logs and rock? 
and other obstructions, however, that 
seining was impracticable. Only 
,- 


few 
fish 
were caught in several 


sweeps made n-ith the seine. 
The 


workers then came back to town to I 
get dip nets but those they got were I 
very small and no success was be- j 
Ing had «ith them at noon. One fish- 
erman is said to have gotten a cat- 
fish in there that was well over twc 
feet long. 


TUVEP. HIGHER. 


With 1.6S inches of rain during the 


latter part of the week, the river is 
commencing to rise and guards at tho 
dam say it has 
risen about three 


inches in twenty-four hours. 
At the 


south end of the dam a thin sheet or 
water started flowing over at mid- 
night Friday night. The city officials 
opened up the flood gate in the dam 
too, to let fresh water through to 
the fish and they could be seen pok- 
ing their noses up to ;his water.
